That 
statement is anything other than 
the truth. Persons for the posi- 
tions of inspectors are obtained by 
competitive earifmation, con- 
ducted by the United States Cn 
Service Commiscsion. These am-

The Locomotive Boiler Inspec- 
tion Act approved February 17, 
1911, has as its purpose the pro- 
motion of the safety of employees 
and travelers upon railroads, by 
compelling common carriers en- 
gaged in interstate commerce to 
equip their locomotives with safe 
and suitable boilers and appurte- 
napces thereto; making it unlaw- 
ful to use any locomotive engine 
propelled by steam power in mov- 
ing interstate or foreign traffic, 
unless the boiler of such locomo- 
tive and appurtenances thereof 
are in proper condition and eafe 
to operate without unnecessary 
peri] to life or limb. The act pro- 
vides that all boilers shall be in- 
spected from time to time in ac- 
cordance with the provisions there- 
for, and be able to withstand such 
test or tests as may be prescribed 
in the rules and regulations pro- 
vided therefore. act ap- 
proved March 4, 1915, the original 
pact Was made to apply to and 
include the entire locomotive and 
tender and all parts and appurte- 
nances therefor.
